of  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  mv  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1958,  which  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  1 54,  as  in  previous  years. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory.  A new 
housing  estate  (Rvelaw  Estate)  was  started,  of  some  140  houses 
and  is  not  yet  completed.  This  is  primarily  for  the  housing  needs 
of  the  National  Gas  Turbine  Establishment. 

The  Crookliam  Trunk  Sewer  was  completed  during  the  year 
and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  sewering  of  the  Crookham  area 
eventually.  When  this  scheme  is  finished  the  greater  part  of  Fleet 
will  be  sewered. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  were  15,  which  is  the  same  as  last  year. 
Cancer  of  the  lung  accounted  for  4 of  the  deaths— all  males. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the 
year.  Diphtheria  has  not  occurred  in  the  area  since  1946.  Measles 
notifications  were  high — 19]  as  against  12  for  1958. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  were  lower  and  the 
number  of  births  were  higher,  but  no  significance  is  attached  to 
this.  The  infant  mortality  deaths  totalled  3,  the  same  as  last  year 
and  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE 

AREA 

There  are  two  District  Nurses,  (Miss  MaeMonigall  and  Miss 
Philli}  is),  who  are  qualified  mid  wives,  and  since  the  5th  July  1948, 
have  been  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hampshire  County 
Council. 

There  is  also  a Home-help  service  in  operation,  and  this  is 
administered  by  a County  Council  organiser  with  headquarters  at 
Farnborough.  Home-helps  in  Fleet,  Hook,  Farnborough  and 
Aldershot,  are  on  call  for  full  or  part-time  service  in  the  area,  and 
the  local  practitioners,  as  well  as  the  District  Nurses  co-operate 
in  the  scheme,  which  is  working  well. 


During  1953,  35  families  in  the  district  received  domestic  aid 
from  the  service — -(Maternity — 6;  general  sickness — 16;  post- 
operation— 3;  aged  and  sick— 3 ; aged  and  informed — 5;  chronic— 
1;  tuberculosis— 1) . 

This  area,  for  general  hospital  purposes,  conies  under  the 
South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  Fleet  and  District  Hospital  contains  33  beds,  (9  male,  14 
female,  6 children's  and  4 private  wards),  and  provides  general 
medical  and  surgical  treatment.  There  is  a separate  children’s 
ward.  There  is  no  resident  Medical  Officer.  There  is  a consultant 
surgical  and  medical  staff  in  addition  to  the  Doctors  in  practice  in 
the  area,  who  attend  at  the  hospital. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  at  Aldershot  Civil 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  ambulance  service  provides  for  removal 
of  patients  to  hospital  through  the  local  depots  at  Aldershot  and 
Farnborough. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  School  Medical  Ser- 
vices, Mental  Deficiency,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Ortho- 
paedic Services,  the  care  of  premature  infants  and  illegitimate 
children,  and  the  Tuberculosis  service  (prevention,  care  and  after 
care  only). 

The  special  Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  is  held  at  the  Manor 
Park  House,  Aldershot,  and  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  as  is  the  treatment  part  of  the  Tuber- 
culosis service. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital,  Winchester, 
(telephone  3807),  and  the  Director  is  Dr.  R.  D.  Mackenzie.  All 
types  of  bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  there. 

Chemical  examinations  of  water,  etc.,  are  carried  out  at  the 
Borough  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Southampton,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Southampton  County  Borough  Council.

Outside  the  District  but  serving  the  area,  Orthopaedic  Clinics 
for  school  children  and  infants  are  held  at  Earn  borough  and  Aider- 
shot,  on  alternate  first  Tuesdays  in  every  month,  and  School  Eye 
Clinics  are  held  by  the  County  Council  at  Aldershot  as  required. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation: 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  for  infants  and  school  children  is 
done  by  the  Local  Authority  for  the  County  Council  and  is  a free 
service.  Parents  may  elect  to  have  their  children  done  privately 
by  their  own  Doctor.  Clinics  held  at  schools  would  appear  to  be 
more  successful  in  getting  school  children  immunised  and  also  for 
giving  “ booster  doses.  Children  under  school  age  can  still  be 
immunised  at  the  fortnightly  child  welfare  clinic. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OYER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES 

The  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  showed  a great 
increase,  301  compared  with  82  for  1952.  Nearly  the  whole*  of  the 
increase  was  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
measles  cases  (191  as  against  12).  Pneumonia  notifications  were 
almost  doubled — 80,  compared  with  44  in  the  previous  year.  Once 
again  there  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis)  nor 
of  diphtheria.

Diphtheria  Immunisation : 

The  number  of  children  who  completed  a course  of  immunis- 
ation during  1953  was  81  (all  under  5 years)  ; 32  children  were 
given  “ booster  ” doses. 

The  private  practitioners  continued  to  co-operate  in  doing 
immunisations  where  parents  desired  it. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  75  per  cent  of  the  child  population 
(under  15)  have  been  immunised  at  some  time  or  another. 

Tuberculosis.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1953  and  my  seventh  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply. 

Tlie  whole  of  the  water  supply  for  the  area  is  provided  by  the 
Mid-Wessex  Water  Company,  and  I am  indebted  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Company  for  the  following  report:  — 

**  1.— Sources  of  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  in  detail  for  the  whole  area  by  the  Mid- 
W essex  Water  Company  and  is  obtained  from  wells  in  the  chalk 
at  Ttchel,  Greywell  and  Lasham. 

An  adequate  supply  for  all  purposes  without  restriction  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 

2 Treatment. 

The  water  from  the  various  chalk  wells  serving  the  area  varies 
in  hardness  from  16.5  to  21  grains/ gallon  and  softening  by  the 
lime  process  is  normally  carried  out  at  Itchel  and  Greywell  in 
order  to  reduce  hardness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains /gallon. 

The  water  from  the  Itchel  wells  has  not  been  softened  since 
June,  and  water  from  the  new  source  at  Lasham  is  also  not 
softened,  by  virtue  of  a temporary  relaxation  Order,  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  as  a result  of  his 
inability  to  authorise  the  reconstruction  of  the  old  and  inadequate 
softening  plant  at  Itchel,  which  had  to  be  taken  out  of  service, 
and  the  installation  of  softening  plant  at  Lasham. 

The  water  from  all  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the  raw 
state,  before  treatment,  but  it  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity 
with  modern  waterworks  practice. 
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3 Purity  of  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by  the 
Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply. 
They  are  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  by  the  Com- 
pany’s resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists  and  in  addition 
.samples  are  submitted  to  the  County’s  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  independent  examination  and  reports  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters  have 
shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

4.  The  water  distributed  in  this  area  is  a normal  chalk  derived 
water  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

5.  No  action  was  necessary,  so  far  as  the  Company  was  con- 
cerned, to  deal  with  any  form  of  contamination. 

Water  Sampling. 

(a)  Public  Main  Supply. 

The  four  quarterly  samples  of  the  Mid- Wessex  Water  Com- 
pany’s main  supply  were  taken  from  different  parts  of  the  district 
and  all  were  reported  satisfactory.  The  hardness  figures  for  the 
four  samples  were  11.0  degrees  (Clarke’s  scale),  12.0,  10.3  and 

11.5. 

(b)  Swimming  Pool. 

There  is  one  open-air  swimming  pool  in  the  district  and  the 
water  supply  is  treated  by  filtration,  chlorination  and  aeration. 
The  pool  was  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  during  the 
season. 

(c)  Sewage  Works  Effluent. 

The  Military  Authorities  continued  to  take  monthly  samples 
of  the  effluent  from  the  Military  Disposal  Works  at  Crookham  and 
results  of  the  analyses  were  received  by  the  Department.  They 
were  reported  satisfactory. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

I am  indebted  to  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  D.  Chivers,  for  the 
following  report:  — 

At  the  disposal  works  the  construction  of  12  concrete  sludge 
drying  beds  was  completed  and  has  proved  a great  advantage  to 
the  drying  and  disposal  of  sludge  also  in  the  draining  of  tanks. 

The  sewerage  works  have  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  and  are  at  present  dealing  with  the  daily  flow  of  sewage 
but  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  consider  modifications 
to  deal  with  the  increased  flow  as  the  rapid  development  of  housing 
construction  in  the  district  proceeds. 

The  main  drainage  extension  in  Crookham  (Part  1 ) was 
completed  during  the  year,  and  is  now  dealing  with  the  sewage 
from  Coxheath  and  Byelaw  Estates,  ’file  pumping  plant  at  the 
station  in  Hitches  Lane  is  operating  efficiently  and  the  whole 
system  is  working  very  satsfactorilv.  ’ 
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Public  Cleansing. 

Tipping  is  still  in  progress  on  the  Tarn  ham  Road  Site.  Con- 
sideration was  given  to  the  purchase  ot  mechanical  plant  for 
dealing  with  the  refuse  at  the  tip.  This  should  result  in  better 
covering  and  disposal  of  the  refuse  and  it  was  hoped  to  have  the 
plant  in  operation  early  in  1054. 

Regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  was  main- 
tained throughout  the  district  and  the  following  table  shows  the

HOUSING 

My  comments  in  last  year’s  report  on  the  difficulty  in  getting 
repairs  carried  out  still  apply.  It  is  hoped  that  impending  legis- 
lation to  give  owners  some  assistance  both  in  the  repair  and 
improvement  of  existing  houses  will  he  a success,  otherwise  the 
slum  clearance  problem  will  be  increased  in  a few  years  time. 

Details  of  inspections  made  and  notices  served  will  be  found 
in  succeeding  paragraphs. 

Housing  Act,  1936. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  conditions  regarding  the  dwelling- 
houses  represented  under  Section  11  of  the  Act  in  1948  and  19.49. 

The  dwelling-houses  represented  as  individual  unfit  houses- 
in  1952,  were  demolished  early  in  1953. 

One  other  dwelling-house  was  in  the  process  of  being  dealt 
with  under  the  Local  Government  (Miscellaneous  Provisions) 
Act,  1953,  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  year  1953  was  a very  active  one  for  the  Housing 
Department. 

The  most  notable  event  was  the  completion  of  the  Coxheath 
Estate.  30  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  and  enabled 
the  Council  to  clear  up  most  of  the  very  urgent  cases  on  their  list. 

‘4*2  of  the  houses  were  allocated  to  applicants  from  the  Waiting 
List,  6 were  occupied  by  under-housed  or  over-housed  families 
from  the  Council’s  other  estates  and  2 were  handed  over  to  the 
County  Police  Authorities  for  the  housing  of  Police  Officers.  The  6 
houses  vacated  on  other  Estates  were  re-occupied  by  3 applicants 
from  the  Waiting  List  and  3 Licensees  from  Requisitioned 
Properties. 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  decision  to  reduce  the 
number  of  families  at  Dinorben,  6 of  whom  were  allocated  Council 
House  tenancies. 

The  Contractors  entered  on  to  the  Ryelaw  Site  in  May  and  by 
December  they  were  able  to  hand  over  14  completed  new  houses, 
such  speed  being  hitherto  unknown  in  Eleet  and  proved  the  advan- 
tage of  building  in  a big  way  and  thereby  attracting  a large  Con- 
tractor. 1*2  of  these  houses  went  to  nominees  by  the  N.G.T.E.  and 
2 to  applicants  on  the  Council’s  list. 

The  Housing  List  was  reviewed  in  November  and  resulted  in 
the  Council  being  left  with  136  live  applications  and  proving  a 
wastage  of  37. 

The  Housing  Selection  Sub-Committee  met  on  19  occasions 
often  sitting  to  a very  late  hour. 

42  housing  applicants  were  interviewed  by  the  Committee 
during  the  year  and  19  of  them  were  subsequently  allotted  Council 
House  tenancies.  In  the  case  of  the  other  23,  an  assessment  of 
their  need  was  made  for  future  reference. 

3 tenancies  were  surrendered  during  the  year  and  the  vacan- 
cies were  filled  as  to  one  family  from  a requisitioned  property  and 
two  from  the  housing  list. 

One  requisitioned  house  was  returned  to  the  owner. 

59  new  applications  were  received  and  registered  with  the 
Council . ’ ’ 
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Caravans. 

The  caravan  site  in  private  ownership  at  Crookharn  and 
licensed  in  1951  lias  been  maintained  in  a very  satisfactory  condi- 
tion. Site  works  have  been  completed. 

There  were  25  caravans  on  the  site  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  policy  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  individual  sites  for 
caravans  is  based  on  that  of  the  County  Planning  Committee  and 
licences  are  only  granted  in  respect  of  sites  on  which  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  owners  to  build  houses. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  continued  to  participate  in  the  work  of  the  North 
East  Hants  Workable  Area  Committee  for  Rodent  Control  and 
quarterly  meetings  were  held  in  the  four  districts  represented  on 
the  Committee. 

Locally  a free  service  to  both  business  and  private  premises 
continued  to  be  given  during  the  year. 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewers,  in  a different  part  of 
the  district  from  that  surveyed  last  year,  revealed  no  sign  of 
infestation.

Complaints  of  mosquito  nuisance  near  Fleet  Pond  were  less 
numerous  than  in  1952,  but  the  routine  measures  of  spraying  the 
Pond  itself  and  small  ponds  and  ditches  in  the  vicinity  and  treating 
the  road  gullies  were  continued. 

8 dwellinghouses  were  treated  for  ants  and  1 for  beetles;  10 
wasps  nests  were  also  destroyed. 


SHOPS 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  through  their  Weights 
and  Measures  Department  for  the  closing  and  other  provisions  of 
the  Shops  Acts,  except  for  the  sanitary  provisions  contained  in 
Section  38  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  which  is  administered  by  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authority.  The  provisions  of  the  latter  section  are 
carried  out.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
(a)  Milk  Supply. 

There  are  two  producers  of  milk  within  the  Urban  District, 
one  producing  Tuberculin  Tested  and  one  ungraded  milk. 

There  are  3 retailers,  one  retailer  has  discontinued  his 
business. 

52  inspections  of  dairies  were  made  during  the  year  and  no 
statutory  action  was  called  for. 

37  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  adulteration  and  none  were 
found  to  be  adulterated.  Details  of  all  samples,  including  milk, 
taken  for  adulteration,  will  be  found  in  a later  paragraph.

Once  again  all  the  samples  submitted  passed  the  prescribed 
tests. 

Of  12  bottled  samples  (all  pasteurised),  9 were  from  the  three 
schools  in  the  area,  and  all  passed  the  prescribed  tests. 

Three  samples  of  raw  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  taken  as  a 
result  of  a report  of  a cow  from  a herd  having  been  slaughtered  and 
found  to  be  suffering  from  generalised  tuberculosis.  The  biological 
(T.B.)  test  proved  negative  in  each  case. 

No  action  was  required  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  which  provides  for  action  where  milk  is 
suspected  of  having  caused  diseases  in  human  beings.

The  one  pasteurising  establishment  in  the  area  is  licensed  by 
the  Local  Authority  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council. 


Ice  Cream. 

Thirty-three  premises  are  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  ice 
cream  under  Section  14  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  One  cafe 
also  manufactures  and  retails  ice  cream  from  specially  adapted 
and  separate  premises.  11  inspections  of  all  premises  were  carried 
out  and  no  contraventions  of  the  above  statute  nor  of  the  Ice 
Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1947,  were  found.  In  all 
but  3 of  the  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  only  a 
pre-packed  article  is  sold. 


(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  meat  supply  of  the  district  continued  to  be  distributed 
through  the  Farnborough  and  Aldershot  slaughterhouses.  With  the 
announcement  of  the  official  de-control  of  the  meat  and  livestock 
industry  in  the  summer  of  1954,  this  opportunity  is  taken  to  pay  a 
tribute  to  the  butchers  in  the  area  who  despite  difficulties  and 
problems,  many  beyond  their  control,  played  their  part  during 
the  rationing  period.  Co-operation  between  them  and  the  Health 
Department  was  good  and  they  rarely  failed  to  respond  to  advice 
and  informal  action  where  this  was  found  to  be  necessary.

The  large  amount  of  carcase  meat  which  had  to  be  condemned 
is  to  be  regretted.  During  August  a total  of  6914  lbs.  of  beef  and 
mutton  killed  at  the  Farnborough  slaughterhouse  was  condemned 
mainly  because  of  its  “ fly  blown  ” condition.  Representations 
were  made  both  to  Ministry  of  Food  and  Ministry  of  Health  but 
in  view  of  the  impending  de-control  of  meat  no  positive  action 
could  be  taken  to  improve  the  conditions  at  the  Farnborough 
slaughterhouse.

Food  traders  have  responded  well,  in  the  main,  to  advice  on 
food  hygiene  but  it  must  be  said  that  despite  byelaws,  statutes 
and  regulations,  the  greatest  force  for  improvement  of  food 
hygiene  standards  must  be  with  the  public  themselves. 

In  1950  the  Council  made  byelaws  under  Section  15  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  and  no  statutory  action  was  necessary 
to  ensure  compliance  with  them. 

There  is  no  clean  food  guild  in  the  area,  reliance  being  placed 
on  individual  advice  and  information  on  food  hygiene  at  routine 
inspections. 

Food  poisoning. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  reported  in  the 
district  during  the  year.
